A TOWN councillor has said that “inade¬ 
quate” public toilets in Lyme Regis need to 
be brought into the 21st century. 

The comments came from Councillor Brian Lar- 
combe after a public complaint saying that the Marine 
Parade and Cobb Gate toilets were “disgusting, a 
mess, smelly and old fashioned” was reported at last 
week’s Town Management Committee meeting. 

Councillor Larcombe was concerned that the Com¬ 
plaints & Incidents Summary, where the complaint 
was listed, showed no action being taken to address 
the issue. 

“We can’t simply ignore this,” he said. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said that the complaint 
was made over the Bank Holiday, when the Jazz & 
Blues Festival was held; 
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cleaning times had not 
yet been increased for the 
busy season; and the 
Cobb Gate toilets had to 
be closed due to a leak, 
putting more pressure on 
the Marine Parade facili¬ 
ties. 

She said that the recent 
closure of the Woodmead 
Halls was also adding to

the problem. 

Councillor Larcombe 
replied: “Are we saying 
then that this was a one 
off and that there’s no 
problems with them, be¬ 
cause I think there is?” 

Referring to the report, 
he added: “We should 
comment on this saying 
we are going to look at 
the general cleanliness of 
the toilets at every point 
of the year.” 

Administrative officer 
Adrianne Mullins re¬ 
ported that cleaning com¬ 


pany Glen Cleaning had now been made aware of all 
major events when extra cleans were required. 

Councillor Larcombe continued: “The comment is 
not just about cleanliness; it said ‘disgusting, a mess, 
smelly and old fashioned’. That’s got nothing to do 
with the Bank Holiday; they’re like that throughout 
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the summer and most of the year round. It’s time this 
town did something better with them.” 

Councillor Stan Williams exclaimed: “The ones at 
Cobb Gate, I wouldn’t sit on them!” 

Councillor Derek Hallett said he wasn’t against the 
idea of extra cleans but this would cost money and he 
was not sure there were enough funds for this in the 
council’s budget. 

Councillor Larcombe said: “We’re looking at the 
bigger problem of how we can bring Lyme’s facilities 
into the 21st century. If you go in the gents at Cobb 
Gate you’re faced with something that’s almost 18th 
century! It’s awful; it’s not sufficient for the town.

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Park and ride debate sparks Facebook row 


A DEBATE on park and ride facilities in Lyme 
Regis descended into a spat over using so¬ 
cial media to keep the public informed of 
council decisions. 

New councillor Jeff Scowen suggested that longer 
opening hours at the park and rides would help al¬ 
leviate traffic problems in the town at his first Town 
Management Committee meeting last week. 

He said:"Surely opening them longer, earlier on in 
the season would alleviate a lot of Lyme's traffic 
problems. I can't quite follow why they are not used 
and advertised more. 

"I know Charmouth Road park and ride is owned 
by a farmer and maybe the council will need to pay

“The number of visitors coming in on a daily basis 
is growing and I think it’s about time the town did 
something far better with them. 

“There are ways I suspect of allocating funds to 
have things done properly so they become more effi¬ 
cient and save money along the way.” 

New councillor Jeff Scowen asked: “Is the council 
aware that this is probably the biggest single issue in 
the town? It really, really does affect Lyme’s income, 
Lyme’s reputation, and we really have to get to grips 
with it. 

“It’s the number one thing when tourists come - 
loos - probably more than anything else.” 

Councillor Ellis replied: “Jeff, I have sat in this 
chamber for I don’t know how many years and every 
year we are discussing toilets. If only you had come 
to some meetings before you put up for council and 
sat and listened to what we’ve been discussing, you 
would realise.” 

Councillor Scowen argued: “That doesn’t make any 
difference, nothing has happened!” 

Councillor Larcombe commented: “The fact that 
we’ve had discussions on this for many years doesn’t 
remove the fact that they have to be dealt with.” 

Lyme Regis Town Council currently owns toilets at 
Marine Parade and in the Anning Road playing fields, 
but is in advanced discussions with West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council with regards to taking ownership of all 
public toilets in the town and the Tourist Information 
Centre. 

Referring to this, Councillor Larcombe continued:

him money but surely it covers a lot of the parking 
and traffic problems and they're only going to use 
it if it's open longer and more frequently. It seems 
pretty obvious." 

But his comments were not met with a positive re¬ 
action from fellow members, who argued that they 
had already made several attempts to improve park 
and ride facilities. 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen Lovell, 


“I understand that this is part of the discussion on the 
potential asset transfer and I’d like to know that 
there’s progress being made with that so we can start 
to think about the kind of designs and kind of facili¬ 
ties we want to offer. At the moment I think they’re 
totally inadequate.” 

Councillor Anita Williams said: “This is part of the 
asset transfer and we can’t do very much in terms of 
revamping facilities at the moment. Very few of these 
facilities are in our control. 

“Until we settle the asset transfer it’s very difficult 
to spend significant funds on these facilities and we 
know they need significant amounts of money. All we 
can do at the moment is ensure they are cleaned and 
serviced.” 

Inform the electorate 

Councillor Larcombe said that the Complaints & 
Incidents Summary should show that the issue was 
being discussed as part of the asset transfer, rather 
than showing that no action was being taken. 

Councillor Scowen added: “We need to tell the elec¬ 
torate what we’re doing and give them some sort of 
timescale. It just makes us look like we’re uncaring, 
we’ve got a lot of money we just have to sort it.” 

Referring to where Councillors Ellis and Cheryl 
Reynolds were sat, he continued: “OK, there’s faces 
being made over there but, really, it’s so important 
and it is reflecting badly on us. I know there’s asset 
transfers so let’s tell the electorate that. At the mo¬ 
ment they just see us arguing and doing nothing.” 

Councillor Ellis said she had previously suggested 
that the council employ its own caretaker to look after 


said:"Councillor Scowen needs to realise that we've 
tried nearly anything and everything. We have sub¬ 
sidised both park and rides quite considerably to 
open them as much as they are now. 

"The best thing for him to do is go and gather up 
all the information and see whether or not he can 
justify any further subsidy for the park and ride. To 
be quite honest, I think what we put in now will 
never achieve anything until West Dorset District 
Council set a realistic price for Holmbush and Char- 
mouth Road car parks." 

Councillor Michaela Ellis added:"The problem with 
park and ride on Charmouth Road is the operator 
who runs it, because he does schools runs he cannot 


the public toilets, which would allow them to be flex¬ 
ible with the number of cleans required depending on 
the time of year and how busy the town was. 

Councillor Hallett said she had “knocked it on the 
head” with this suggestion, adding: “We need some¬ 
one on them all the time.” 

“We get this day in, day out, week in, week out, year 
in, year out - filthy toilets,” he continued. 

“Everyone says it, locals and residents, people 
won’t use them, people won’t go in there. We only 
have ourselves to blame.” 

Councillor Reynolds replied: “We haven’t got our¬ 
selves to blame. We only own the Marine Parade and 
playing field toilets, the rest are owned by West 
Dorset. As you know the asset transfer is being dis¬ 
cussed and there’s nothing we can do until that hap¬ 
pens, if it happens.” 

Councillor Scowen commented: “The electorate 
need to know that then” 

Councillor Reynolds: “They do.” 

Councillor Scowen: “No, they don’t and the tourists 
don’t. It doesn’t matter to them, the fact is the toilets 
are dirty and they look to us. The buck stops with us 
even if we don’t own them. We have to inform the 
electorate, we can’t just do nothing.” 

Councillor Hallett added: “The toilets on Marine 
Parade are the main problem and we’re responsible 
for that, you can’t doubt that. We’re not doing our 
job.” 

Councillor Ellis said: “We can’t tell the electorate 
what we’re doing because we’re still in discussions 
and we have no decision.” 


do it at any other times. We have looked into it be¬ 
fore, we haven't gone about it ad hoc and it has 
been looked at." 

Councillor Scowen, who is a keen user of social 
media and said he intends to keep the electorate in¬ 
formed on council work through websites such as 
Facebook, replied:"! accept that but we, as a council, 
should be telling the electorate, not only on this 
issue but on other issues, what we are doing.

Councillor Scowen interrupted: "Oh, I've been 
waiting for this Cheryl." 

Councillor Reynolds continued:"You've got to stop 
doing it!" 

Committee chairman Stan Williams stepped in, 
saying:"Can you both stop, please? We're not having 
any of this; we're going to play it by the book." 

Councillor Scowen: "Exactly, or you come to me, 
Cheryl, not through meetings." 

The matter of park and rides was first raised at the 
meeting by Councillor Derek Hallett, who asked if it 
was true that the Charmouth Road service would 
only be dropping passengers as far as Charmouth 
Road car park. 

Administration officer Adrianne Mullins said the 
operator had requested to do this as he was finding 
it increasingly difficult to get into the town centre, 
but council staff had immediately refused the re¬ 
quest. 

Councillor Hallett commented:"There's 38 double 
deckers coming into Lyme, four more coming in 
everyday going along Anning Road and back, plus 
the town bus and park and ride. We are going to 
have problems out there. It might not be a bad idea 
to drop them off at the new steps in Charmouth 
Road." 

Councillor Ellis said that coach trips also added the 
traffic problems in the town centre.

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Town council refuses solution to 
'absurd'waste collection issues 


LYME Regis councillors have accused the Dorset 
Waste Partnership of “cutting corners” by failing to 
collect waste from chalets and caravans at Monmouth 
Beach. 

Chalet and caravan owners at Monmouth Beach 
have complained that their waste collections have 
been reduced to once fortnightly from one bin since 
the new recycling system was introduced across 
Dorset, creating an unsightly build up of rubbish on 
the site. 

Despite the chalet and caravan owners paying coun¬ 
cil tax, Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) has said it 
cannot provide kerbside collections due to poor ac¬ 
cess for the new waste collection vehicles, which are 
too big to provide door-to-door collections at the site. 

The town council has held discussions with DWP 
to try and find a solution to the issue and councillors 
were last week asked to consider creating a com¬ 
pound for waste bins in Monmouth Beach car park. 

This would result in the loss of two car parking 
spaces, estimated to bring in £1,008 a year, and would 
cost £1,000 to build. 

But councillors said that DWP was “cutting cor¬ 
ners” by not carrying out door-to-door collections, 
and some members said they did not believe that 
there were no smaller waste collection vehicles that 
could be used. 

Councillor Stan Williams said: “They’re trying to 
cut their costs and get out of all the problems they 
can.” 

Deputy town clerk Mark Green said this issue had 
taken up more officer time than anything else in the 
past six weeks, describing the situation as “absurd”. 

“There are so many issues with this. There is a prob¬ 
lem in that the vehicles they now use are solely the 
large type of refuse collection vehicles. They can ac¬ 
cess the car parking area but, what they can’t do in 
any way, shape or form, is access the higher area 
around Bowling Green. 

“They simply cannot do it and frankly, with the 
weight of those vehicles, we probably wouldn’t want 
them to anyway. 

“There is no simple solution to this. There are peo¬ 
ple who own chalets in Bowling Green who are gen¬ 
uinely disable and would struggle to take their waste 
any distance at all. 

“There is a legal argument about the precise respon¬ 
sibility of DWP to collect, and in that respect a rep¬ 
resentative of the chalet owners has written an 
extremely lengthy letter to DWP disputing their in¬ 
terpretation of the law and is very much taking our

side, if you can describe it as taking sides. 

“This issue has been quite scratchy in terms of find¬ 
ing a resolution.” 

Councillor Derek Hallett commented: “Before this 
firm took over we never had a problem. Every week, 
a small vehicle goes down Rhode Barton and Ware 
Lane. They do have smaller vehicles, they are not 
telling the truth and are just trying to cut corners.” 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, said: “Taking 
away smaller vehicles is one way of cutting costs but 
they have a duty to our chalet owners, who pay rates, 
to collect waste. If they haven’t got a vehicle I suggest 
they go out and get one. 

“I do not believe it’s not possible for them to solve 
this by sharing a vehicle across their whole area. This 
problem must exist in Bournemouth and Poole, it’s 
not just in Lyme Regis. 

"They have a duty to the public' 

“I don’t want to inflame the problem as we need to 
sort it, but I don’t want to put up a compound if Lyme 
Regis is not going to get any benefit from it. We need 
to ask them and be certain that they’ve not got any 
small vehicles. 

“They have a duty to all the public and it’s their job 
to collect waste.” 

Councillor Anita Williams agreed, adding: “I 
wouldn’t want us to make a decision now. We need 
our officers to go back and say we are not terribly 
chuffed with this. 

“I don’t want to see us losing two parking spaces 
and it’s difficult to see how we’re going to have just 
one pick point for that long expanse of chalets.... 
DWP need to come back to us with another option.” 

Some councillors also expressed concerns over the 
proposed site for the waste compound, as it was di¬ 
rectly next to a parking ticket machine and close to a 
chalet. 

Mr Green said that the site was suggested following 
a meeting with the town council and DWP. 

“That’s not to say there are not other sites that 
would be workable,” he added. 

Councillors agreed to ask officers to request another 
solution from DWP and investigate the use of smaller 
vehicles, as seen in other areas of the town.

BRITAIN will go to the polls tomorrow (Thursday) to decide whether it wants to leave or remain 
a member of the European Union. The referendum has been described as "the most important 
decision in a generation" with campaigning from both sides having continued for months in 
the run-up to tomorrow's vote. Polling stations will be open from 7am to 10pm with those in 
Lyme Regis based at Woodmead Halls and Hallett Court in Queen's Walk, and the result is ex¬ 
pected to be announced early Friday morning. All week the View From Lyme Regis has been 
asking for your views on this important decision and asking readers whether they're voting in 
or out...

■ I WHOLEHEARTEDLY agree with C. Bayliss 
who in LymeLetters (View From Lyme Regis, June 
8th) spoke about the loss of British democracy and 
sovereignty at the hands of Brussels and the wider 
European Union. 

How did it ever come to this? Edward Heath took 
us into what was then called the European Eco¬ 
nomic Community and we watched business after 
business go to the wall. People’s livelihoods were 
dramatically reduced and, in many cases, de¬ 
stroyed. Ask your local fishermen for case in point. 

The EU bureaucrats are very good at pulling the 
wool over the eyes of its citizens. The five EU 
president commissioners, all male incidentally, and 
all raking in substantial salaries and tax-free 
bonuses, sit in secret and dream up legislation that 
would make the average alien thank his lucky stars 
that he was thousands of miles away. 

Forget Westminster, a place you can send or re¬ 
move an elected representative, this is the EU; the 
glorious institution that knows what’s best for you 
- and more often than not, what isn’t.

People are realising the reality 
of this, one of the greatest con tricks of the 20th 
century. It’s a rich man’s “club”, full of elitists and 
those with a distrust for democracy. 

My way of thinking is fairly straightforward. Re¬ 
gain control of our affairs; a vote to leave may well 
have short-term consequences and indeed those 
consequences might lead to mistakes, but they’ll 
be our mistakes, not those forced on to us by un¬ 
elected and unaccountable busybodies that we are 
powerless to remove from office. 

The time has surely come to stand up and say 
enough is enough. It’s time to leave.

■ SUNRISE tomorrow morning will herald the 
beginning of an extraordinary day. For the first 
time in over 40 years you, and what is predicted 
to be in excess of 80 per cent of the nation, will 
awake and prepare to make one of the most fun¬ 
damental decisions of your life. 

Do you want to remain in a union that is dog- 
tired and failing, or would you rather unleash the 
bulldog spirit once more and be at liberty to roam 
the four continents that make up the free world? 

Undecided? Pull up a chair, you’re not alone. 

The last time you were asked to make a decision 
based on Britain's future within the EU was in 
1975. The arguments back then are the same being 
heard today. Britain is a poor, lonely land if we 
stay outside. An isolated island unable to function 
without her hand being held by a pack of muted 
law makers, benign by their own belligerent atti¬ 
tude towards you, the “little Englander”. 

Take their words as comfort for the assumption 
is always that the EU will last forever. But no 
doubt the South African prison warden who turned 
the key in Nelson Mandela’s cell in 1964 firmly 
believed that Apartheid would last forever. Merci¬ 
fully, it didn’t and, thankfully, neither will the EU. 

The choice in tomorrows referendum isn’t about 
sticking with the status-quo, for this implies all 
will continue as normal. On the contrary, we know 
to such detrimental cost that the ideas and direc¬ 
tives dreamed up and imposed upon us by un¬ 
elected politicians thousands of miles away have 
a habit of destroying what little faith we may of 
once had that this is a union based solely on “free 
trade” and a jolly good deal. 

What's been good about it? 


Stroll along the promenade and mingle with the 
very few local fishermen that have managed to 
survive in the industry and a picture emerges of 
the devastation at the hands of an EU that has dec¬ 
imated the livelihoods of thousands. 

Ask them about the Common Fishing Policy 
which has been synonymous with the huge decline 
of our fish stocks, deterioration of the environment 
and wasteful discarding of fish. As with most poli¬ 
cies emanating from the centralised elite in Brus¬ 
sels, the CFP has proven catastrophic for 
fishermen and their families. Maybe this is why a 
recent study by Aberdeen University revealed 92 
per cent of UK fishermen plan to vote leave. 

No, seriously, what’s been good about it? 

Clean water and beaches? Surely outside of the 
EU Britain would have implemented its own laws 
on environment issues, as many other countries 
have done. What about air pollution? Whoops. The 
Clean Air Act was passed in the UK in 1956, long 
before we joined the European Union. Well OK, 
what about rights for workers, paid holiday and 
maternity and paternity leave? Whoops again. The 
UK goes above and beyond what the EU imple¬ 
mented as standard law. The UK also had legisla¬ 
tion on paid holidays 35 years prior to joining - 
starting with the 1938 Holidays With Pay Act. 

The Cameron-led rhetoric, from a possible out¬ 
break of war through to the undermining of the 
state pensions - which by the way is guaranteed by 
the governments own triple lock system - has been 
breathtaking. 

Supported by Remain, we have witnessed one of 
the nastiest and most shocking sustained attacks 
on our ability to make up our mind. Project fear 
made way for project terror and, only after the sun 


sets tomorrow, will we find out if it has worked. 

Far from being “little Englanders” we are a peo¬ 
ple who, for long enough, have felt held back. A 
nation that has never really sat comfortable with 
both elbows on the table. We know our capabilities 
and we understand the wider world; and so we 
should, we gave most of it the spoken word of 
English, though it’s something we’re now encour¬ 
aged to consign to history. 

So why limit ourselves to the mercy of an inward 
looking EU? For over four decades this failing in¬ 
stitution - make no mistake, Britain is far from 
being the only member state pulling at the apron 
strings - has been a past master at creating an illu¬ 
sion of dependency. We can do better than this. 

Our European neighbours will insist on a good 
deal for our importers of French wines, German 
motorcars and Italian leather. It would be political 
suicide for the heads of these countries to impose 
over the top tariffs; put simply,nobody would 
stand for it. 

The establishment and the elite have argued for 
Britain to remain in the European Union. They 
have told you that the loss of our national sover¬ 
eignty and our diminishing democracy is a price 
worth paying for greater integration. But can you 
really put a price tag on freedom and independ¬ 
ence? 

Throw your arms around the big beautiful world. 
Don’t be a Little European. 

Just say no.

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Bus strike to continue amid 'broken promises' 


LOCAL bus services are set to be disrupted again 
next week with four further days of strike action by 
First Dorset drivers in Weymouth and Bridport, as 
bosses are accused of “broken promises and bad 
faith”. 

More than 110 drivers, members of the union 
Unite, started striking on Monday, June 20th until 
Friday, June 25th after last minute talks last week 
to avoid a strike failed. 

The two parties, First management and Unite, 
have discussed a pay settlement for months and 
ACAS - an organisation devoted to preventing and 
resolving employment disputes - has provided me¬ 
diation.

Unite report that the Weymouth and Bridport driv¬ 
ers earn around £18,300 a year - or £8.80 an hour - 
while First Group drivers in Yeovil are on £9.50 per 
hour and drivers working for rival firms in 
Bournemouth and Poole earn nearly £2 an hour 
more. 

Drivers will now strike for a further four days 
from June 27th as Unite accused the management 
at First Dorset of twice offering to improve the pay 


and then refusing to budge once the talks convened. 

Bob Lanning, Unite regional officer, said: “We are 
faced with an intolerable situation where twice in 
the last ten days the management have said that they 
would come to the table with an improved offer - 
and on both occasions they have not budged. 

“This dispute is being pockmarked by the man¬ 
agement’s bad faith and broken promises. 

“As a result, we are calling four more days of 
strike action next week as our members are very 
angry at the management’s duplicity.” 

The additional strike days include Monday, June 
27th, Wednesday, June 29th, Friday, July 1st and 
Sunday, July 3rd. 

The strike will affect the company’s network of 
services in Dorset and parts of East Devon. 

Mr Lanning added: “Unite’s door for talks is al¬ 
ways open, but the negotiations must be genuine 
from the management side. 

“We know that the strikers are causing inconven¬ 
ience for the travelling public - striking is the last 
thing members want, but they are fed up with being 
the ‘poor relations’ when it comes to pay compared 
with other First Bus drivers in the West Country. 

“First bus is a profitable company and only last 
week announced a UK-wide profit for its bus divi¬ 
sion of £52million, the money is there but, not ap¬ 
parently, for our lowly paid members.” 

The move is considered completely unnecessary 
by First Dorset and it has urged union officials to 
call off these dates and get back round the table, re¬ 
solve the dispute and draw the matter to a conclu¬ 
sion. 

Marc Reddy, managing director of First Dorset, 
said: “We recognise our drivers do a great job and 
in an ideal world we would love to give them what 
they want, bit it is simply not affordable. 

“We have to balance what they want with what 
the business can afford and with the prices the cus¬ 
tomers are willing to pay. To that end we have 
tabled a number of different offers over the past few 
months, all of which we consider to be fair and rea¬

sonable. 

“It is deeply unfortunate and frustrating that the 
union is taking this action, especially since our of¬ 
fers come on the back of pay increases in 2013 and 
2014. 

“We have been working hard to minimise the im¬ 
pact of the industrial action to date, and can report 
this week we have been able to operate 87 per cent 
of the services that normally run, and we would 
hope to be able to do the same next week if need 
be. 

“The dispute is clearly disruptive though and hav¬ 
ing an impact on people who simply want to use the 
bus as normal, whether that is going to school, work 
or leisure destinations. 

“We would like to sincerely apologise to our cus¬ 
tomers who have been affected by this action. We 
remain committed to resolving the dispute as soon 
as possible. 

“I would urge the union to join us in formal arbi¬ 
tration so that we can settle our differences and pro¬ 
vide our customers with the service they expect.”

The new facility, which is based 
in a Napoleonic-era lookout close to 
the Charmouth Coast Heritage Centre, 
acts as an outstation to NCI Lyme Bay's 
main lookout at Hive Beach. 

It will complement and enhance 
Lyme Bay's existing capabilities and 
provide trained watchkeeper coverage 
on a popular part of the coast. It is the 
first outstation of its kind within the 
NCI nationally. 

Initially, Charmouth will operate sin¬ 
gle watch periods at weekends and 
Bank Holidays, from 11am to 3pm.This 
will eventually be extended to two 


watches with the long-term objective 
of operating on weekdays too. Much 
will also depend upon recruiting and 
training more volunteers. 

The Charmouth lookout is opening 
with a one-year probation assessment 
period and, if successful, this could be¬ 
come a more permanent facility. 

The NCI is staffed entirely by volun¬ 
teers and raises money by voluntary 
donations from the public. Some 
funds also come from sponsorship and 
special awards.

COUNCILLORS have called for action to be taken 
against obstructive A-boards in Lyme Regis town 
centre, before somebody is "killed from walking in 
the road". 

Public complaints about "dangerous" A-boards 
outside shops in Broad Street were brought to 
councillors'attention at last week's Town Manage¬ 
ment Committee meeting. 

Councillor Pat Hicks, who formally ran a business 
in Broad Street, said: "A-boards in Broad Street are 
getting absolutely ridiculous. I have never seen it 
so bad up there and we really need to chase the 
county council up on this. 

"I went up there today and in some places it's 
narrow enough for one person to walk on the 
pavement and people are having to go in the road 
with pushchairs and prams, it really is getting ultra 
dangerous and we need to get highways to do 
something about it." 

Committee chairman Stan Williams said the 
council had previously said it wanted to follow 
Dorset County Council's policy of allowing only 
one A-board outside each property. 

"We need to chase them up on this," he added. 

Councillor Hicks continued: "It's been reported 
for years and it just goes on, and on, and on. Some 
people have two or three boards, it's ridiculous. 
Someone is going to get killed from walking in the 
road." 

Councillor Williams replied:"! can't believe that 
shopkeepers do that when they need pedestrians 
on the pavement to go in their shops."

THE EU REFERENDUM 


Dear Fellow Voters, 

I believe an informed thoughtfulness about the 
coming EU referendum is vital, but have watched 
disturbed, as big corporations, big banks and big 
government have manipulated information to tell their 
particular tale about the EU, writing to millions of 
people, sometimes at taxpayers’ expense. Too often the 
statements by both sides of the argument are 
soundbites and with no substance. There is much to 
consider, and I apologise for the length of this letter. 

At heart the issue is one of principle. The economics 
and pragmatics are less simple, but I feel these are 
nonetheless decisive. 

The history of mankind has held many challenges, 
and as individuals, families and societies we are safest 
and most prosperous when three things are secure: 

• The Rule of Law, administered reasonably 
locally; 

• The Accountability of government; 

• A Democracy that is sufficient for us all to feel 
it’s effective. 

The Rule of Law has some structure within the EU, 
but it is too distant, too EU-partisan and too slow. And 
with a political agenda, the European Court has used 
its authority to widely expand EU power, intruding 
deep into areas nothing to do with trade and against 
the national will of many countries. There are signs 
too of the EU being above even its own laws and that 
it is developing an arrogant thirst for control, as 
unaccountable bureaucracies always do. 

Accountability: this is not so of the EU. 
Unaccountable government is bad government. The 
divided responsibilities have also led to a sort of denial 
and avoidance of responsibility by the individual 
national governments. Buck passing is legion. It is 
particularly ugly that restraining referenda in other 
countries have repeatedly been cast aside by the EU’s 
rolling mission, to ‘Ever Closer Union’. 

We have increasingly seen how all governments are 
manoeuvred by ‘big lobbying’. The EU, distant from 
voters, has particularly taken this culture into its heart 
and the claustrophobic nature of Brussels compounds 
this. The EU routinely funds organisations that tell it 
what it wants to hear, making it the worst decision 
taking environment. Big business pushes its agenda 
through lobbying, to support regimes of regulation it 
alone can manage, and thus the competition from 
smaller and newer providers is harmed. The EU’s 
incapacity to reform or to listen is from its 
determination to expand - but also from its inability to 
hear. Not a suitable form of government. 

Democracy: ‘By and for the people’ - the link must 
be close enough to be real and it must be effective. If 
everyone in the UK voted one way, even on a small 
issue within ever-growing EU control, we could not 
change it. This cannot be right. Electorates are 
increasingly disillusioned and the bond between 
government and people is broken. This is really 
dangerous, for it is on this that competent and civil 
society rests. We are so used to our security and 
freedoms that we easily ignore these issues, but they 
slip away and it is notable that extreme-position parties 
are really on the move in parts of Europe. 

No-one should think the EU has given up its 
ambitions to take power over all functions of the State. 
The recent ‘Five Presidents’ Report’ sets out what the 
EU’s next moves should be. These include increasing 
control over national governments’ decisions on tax 
and spending, over wages, welfare and employment 
and over money. We have seen the thin edge of the 
wedge before, and this is not even the thin edge! 

The EU has already sought to have its own foreign 
policy and for an integrated European army. Who 
across twenty-eight countries could agree military 
policy and command? How could it ever act swiftly? 
How could any democratic will be expressed? There 
is an approaching loss too, not much spoken of. The 
EU seeks to be a defence arrangement, and America is 
coming to imagine it this way too. NATO’s role is 
being eclipsed. But only having NATO as a clear and 
primary deterrent, tying America into the structure of 
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peace, has kept Europe - and beyond - safe. 

Economics and all that! Amongst all the statements 
about the value of the EU it is hard to hear genuine 
debate about the economics of ‘in or out’. Big 
corporate and big government often endorse and 
promote the EU. And of course they would. 
Convenience and ease of operation make them more 
inclined to control solutions and ‘standardisation’ and 
they have departments to ‘process regulation’. But 
they are blind to the deeper and long-term economic 
costs of this. Many big companies do not even pay tax 
proportionately in the UK and it is easy to see that 
short-term corporate convenience is not a judge of our 
long-term interest. By comparison, the 5.4 million 
small and medium sized businesses, which make up 
the backbone of the economy, and are 99% of all 
businesses, are badly hit by EU over-regulation. Their 
unique capacity to originate change and to grow is held 
back. Companies employing under 250 people make 
up over 60% of all employment, and it is from this 
sector that future growth and employment comes. This 
is the future. We crush it at our peril. 

Most importantly, the EU lacks understanding of 
human nature and its real dynamic. The future is made 
by individuals and families being able to work hard 
and productively in their jobs; and in building new 
businesses; and creating new employment. It is on 
innovation that future prosperity rests and it is often 
messy and never able to be standardised. It is vital to 
allow people to more easily deliver services and 
products, and to find opportunities and run with them. 
To make it all too hard and wearisome is to damage 
the future. Less regulation will make for more 
innovation, more investment, more growth, more jobs 
and happier people. So why should we endorse the 
EU, an organisation with an appalling record of 
making and entrenching new worlds of micro-control? 

The EU also misses the whole lesson of Europe’s 
togetherness and yet its diversity. Unlike some 
monolithic empires of the past, Europe’s heritage has 
been of independent countries and it is from this that 
its growth and trade came. It is countries with 
differences that trade! The more we are forced to 
standardise the less we will have to offer each other. 
It is not big controlled blocks that prosper: of the 
twenty countries with the highest incomes per head, 
nineteen are amongst the smaller economies - for 
instance Singapore, Australia and Switzerland. The 
only exception amongst them is the USA, with its 
proudly decentralised states and its vigour of business. 

Our economy does trade widely overseas, but most 
services and products are bought and sold within the 
country itself. The EU’s impact on these makes 
business in the UK harder and this, along with EU 
tariffs on certain goods coming into the EU, 
significantly increases prices in the domestic economy. 

‘Remain’ says that there must be standardisation for 
the Single Market and that this is all the regulation is 
about. But examination of the regulation and the areas 
subject to it shows this to be untrue. And free trade 
areas can operate without the sort of interference the 
EU creates. All life flourishes through diversity. 
Excessive reduction of variety diminishes endeavour, 
and even the inclination to endeavour. As a 
philosophy, uber-regulation demeans the human spirit. 
But to an unaccountable bureaucracy it is ever an 
addiction. 

Of course we can still trade freely with Europe from 
outside the EU, as we do widely elsewhere. Countries 
as different as Norway, Switzerland and Turkey have 
open trade deals with the EU. And Switzerland, 
outside the EU, exports four times as much per head 
to the EU as we do. Exports to the EU do not depend 
on EU membership. In any case the EU will not throw 
away European jobs by reducing their trade with us: 
the benefit of this is enormously on their side of the 
balance. Our trade with Europe is important, and will 
not disappear if we de-couple from the EU, but we 
should remember that we import more from Europe 
than we export; in other words it is a deficit 


arrangement. 

The trade deficit between us and the rest of the EU 
means a transfer to the rest of the EU of £68 billion a 
year. This is a loss of employment too. This is separate 
from the approximately £10 billion a year we pay into 
the EU. This double whammy is not to our advantage! 
Since 1999 British exports to the world outside the EU 
have grown much faster than those to the EU, and with 
the wider, non-EU world we run a huge surplus: that is 
money coming into the UK. That is where to grow 
business! 

The Common Market, which unfortunately became 
the EU, was conceived some seventy years ago. 
Europe, business and the world has changed. Europe 
is only a small part of today’s world, and a slow and 
economically sclerotic part. The majority of the 
liquidity and productive capacity of the world is 
elsewhere, and will increasingly be so. This is due to 
failing performance in the EU, and to strong growth 
elsewhere. Economic analysis shows the areas in which 
we have an economic comparative advantage over 
other countries - and we are best at those things that 
we export more of to the world outside the EU. This 
is the way to go. We must win and negotiate more 
business with the wider, faster growing world. We can 
best do this as an adaptably governed country, not by 
over control from a declining and monolithic EU. 

The EU has shockingly high youth unemployment 
and its economies grow very slowly. Its share of world 
output and income (GDP) has been falling. The trends 
indicate that by the time today’s children reach mid¬ 
life, the EU may be only ten per cent of the global GDP. 
The UK must concentrate on the rest of the world - on 
the future 90% - and on being more competitive. The 
EU’s destructive effect on employment, innovation, 
growth and competitiveness holds this back. The UK 
must look to the world as it really is today and to the 
future, and not be held back by the ideas from a now 
very different past. 

If we left the EU, two things would happen 
economically: we would become more competitive and 
benefit, and, as a more competitive location, we would 
receive increasing inward investment. We were told 
we would lose out on inward investment if we didn’t 
join the Euro, but time has shown that this was utterly 
untrue. UK inward investment remained strong and 
the UK Minister for Trade has confirmed that the UK 
was the EU’s number one destination for foreign 
investment. Outside the Euro, the UK already has 
advantages and outside the EU would have still more. 

Many of those who currently advocate remaining in 
the EU once told us we had to join the Euro currency 
or fail. In the run up to the Euro’s launch, countries 
joined the Exchange Rate Mechanism (ERM), which 
very badly damaged the UK economy and created 
serious unemployment, because it required the wrong 
interest rates and policies. Just as the Euro does now 
for much of Europe. When the economics forced us 
out of the ERM, our economy recovered quickly. 
Those advocates of the Euro were wrong then: they’re 
wrong now. 

‘Remain’ says there is no way forward after we leave, 
but there are many ways forward, and it is important 
to put this lie to rest. Not only are there other ways, as 
in past and present free trade treaties with the European 
countries, and other protections under various treaties 
and the World Trade Organisation, but it is false for 
anyone to pretend that a well-positioned, 
democratically governed country cannot flourish or 
cannot rearrange a number of trade agreements. 
Countless successful countries do, and the UK can. 
What is more - and this really matters - if we leave the 
EU we will have an accountable democracy for all our 
affairs: if those in power are not up to the task, we can 
change them. 

It is put about that to leave the EU is ‘the unknown’ 
- that to stay is more settled - but we know from 
experience that the future development of the EU is an 
unknown itself. We were repeatedly told that 
integration and regulation had come to an end, only to 
be astounded by new manoeuvres and damaging 
blunders, over which we have been utterly powerless. 
The pressures building up in the Eurozone and in the 
declining economies amongst its members are so deep- 
seated that they must lead to all sorts of painful 
outcomes. An explosion that has no method of escape 
has a much greater destructive force. 


It is not only the UK that needs more economic self- 
determination. The single currency rate on the 
Continent has manifestly helped the strongest economy 
and ravaged others. 

No-one believes you can force children to grow at the 
same rate as their friends - even if it were possible it 
would damage and alienate them: it is not dissimilar 
with countries. The current North-South imbalance 
favours the strongest European economy as the Euro’s 
value is good for its exports, but it is too high for the 
South. There will be broken states: we see Greece 
already. There will be more in Southern and Eastern 
Europe. They may be bailed out for a while - at whose 
cost? - but reality cannot be hidden for long and the 
damage to employment and society is very worrying. 
They need a cheaper currency to be able to export and 
more freedom to create business and employment 
friendly economies. The present structure is a looming 
threat to the independence and responsibilities of 
nations and to goodwill and stability. We see how the 
EU system has given birth to new politics of hate in 
Greece, Germany and elsewhere. 

The EU’s attitude and how it has ridden roughshod 
over referenda in other countries naturally concern us. 
It is as if ‘the will of the people’ is nothing. The UK 
has long been perspicacious about bullying power and 
we are aware of a growing crisis. We are not alone in 
this. In the EU’s own survey, it found that most of its 
citizens did not trust it. There is a Gordian Knot that 
we alone can sever. 

And everywhere there is taxpayer and EU funded 
propaganda. The Treasury’s recent report fails to 
properly take account of much that drives and changes 
economies: it is deceiving and self-serving. Likewise 
there are many false scares about exiting the EU, 
including what will happen to those from the EU 
already in jobs here, but leaving the EU will not stop 
existing jobs continuing. However, we would 
permanently have complete control and responsibility 
over our own border and visa policies. The referendum 
is about a great issue and needs calm and considered 
thought, not scaremongering. It needs our best attempt 
to look into the future. 

If you are inclined to these arguments, don’t let 
anyone diminish this. These convictions are not anti- 
European; they are not ‘Little Englander’; and they are 
not quitters’ views. They are pro-European and pro- 
global engagement; they advocate reachable 
government, diversity and inclusiveness. Above all 
they back the best in human nature. They ‘stay’ with 
ideals deeper and more enduring than the top down, 
know best mega-state. 

It is a quip that ‘the certainties in life are death and 
taxes’, but a truth that the only certainty is change 
itself. Change is accelerating into a super-complex 
future. We know that adaptability is necessary to meet 
the challenge of change. The EU doesn’t have this: 
with its deep structural problems, its twenty-eight 
highly different countries and its bureaucratic centre 
and entrenched attitudes, it can never achieve it. 
Accountable nation states with strong and open mutual 
treaties in defence, trade and for the environment have 
long proved highly successful in meeting their people’s 
needs for freedom and for prosperity. They are the 
safest and ultimately the only way forward. 

By taking back full responsibility, our own 
governments will be accountable - and free to govern. 
And because they are fully accountable, they will be 
more responsive and better. We will expect more of 
them - and we will get it. We will gain in 
competitiveness and our energies will be into both 
European and global engagement. Our exit will spur 
reform in the continental EU and so bring help to other 
countries too. The UK, in all its great diversity, has a 
strong instinct for common sense. 

Brexit will be the start of better decisions and greater 
vigour. And we will be happier. We are all happier 
when we get going and when we take responsibility.

vide a realistic assumption about 
the availability, suitability and the 
likely economic viability of land to 
meet the identified need for hous¬ 
ing and economic development 
uses over the local plan time frame. 

"This approach ensures that all 


land is assessed together as part of 
plan preparation to identify which 
sites or broad locations are the 
most suitable and deliverable for a 
particular use."

Abbeyfield looking for new residents 


ABBEYFIELD in Lyme Regis is urgently seeking new 
residents. 

Abbeyfield is not a care home but a charitable 
housing organisation encouraging independent liv¬ 
ing for all those over retirement age in houses 
across the country. 

In Lyme Regis, Abbeyfield has been based at the 
Georgian house West Hill in Silver Street since 1978 
and is currently home to six residents will three 
rooms available. Staff say new residents are urgently 
needed to ensure the house can continue operating 
on a viable basis. 

The en suite bedrooms are spacious with impres¬ 
sive views to the sea and Jurassic Coast and resi¬ 
dents are encouraged to furnish their space with 
their own belongings. A live-in manager is always 
on hand overnight if required and hot meals are 
provided at lunch and dinner, but residents are 
asked to make their own breakfast, do their own 
laundry, etc. 

Residents can come and go as they please or 


make use of the communal living room, dining 
room, conservatory and beautiful gardens. Many 
say the communal living arrangement helps to 
combat loneliness. 

One resident said:"lt's absolutely brilliant here, it's 
made such a difference to my life. Everyone is so 
kind and friendly, we're a family. 

"I lived alone for 28 years and didn't realise I was 
lonely, but now I'm absolutely delighted I'm here." 

All the residents at Abbeyfield are currently 
women but male residents would be more than 
welcome.They enjoy attending local events such as 
coffee mornings, bingo, U3A and exercise classes, 
and staff help organise trips and special events such 
as afternoon teas when the residents ask. 

Visitors are always welcome and can join the resi¬ 
dents for meals and even stay over in a spare room. 
Abbeyfield also provides short-term accommoda¬ 
tion for those requiring respite.

TOWN councillors have agreed to look into the pos¬ 
sibility of erecting deer fencing around allotments in 
Lyme Regis, to help prevent the spread of Lyme Dis¬ 
ease. 

A discussion on the matter at last week’s Town 
Management Committee followed a request for fenc¬ 
ing from the Charmouth Road Allotments Associa¬ 
tion, after several members suffered from the illness 
caused by deer ticks. 

Speaking in the public forum, allotment holder 
Rachael Pope, who had suffered from the disease her¬ 
self, urged the council to support the request for fenc¬ 
ing. 

While most councillors spoke in favour of the pro¬ 
posals, some questioned why Councillor Derek Hal- 
lett, the council’s representative on the allotments 
association, had moved the project forward before 
members had agreed to it. 

Councillor Hallett presented a number of quotes for 
fencing at last week’s meeting, which all came in at 
about £2,500, and said he believed there was some 
Section 106 funding available which could also be 
used. 

But Councillor Michaela Ellis said she was “ab¬ 
solutely flummoxed” by the figures, as they had not 
been given to councillors in advance of the meeting 
and members first needed to decide “whether we feel 
it’s right for us to spend our money on this”. 

She was backed up by Councillor Cheryl Reynolds, 
who added that there were no legal requirements for 
the council to provide anything other than the land for 
allotments, and expressed concerns as some allotment 
holders had already erected their own fencing. 

However, committee chairman Stan Williams said 
there was nothing wrong with what Councillor Hallett 
had done. 

New councillor Jeff Scowen added: “I think Coun¬ 
cillor Hallett should be congratulated for taking some 
initiative and trying to move things forward. At least 
he is doing something.”

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, also said that 
it was helpful to have some idea of costings when 
making a decision. 

Councillor Hallett said he was disappointed with 
Councillors Ellis and Reynolds’ remarks, saying that 
the same thing had happened when Councillor 
Reynolds pursued funding for outdoor gym equip¬ 
ment for the pubic gardens. 

“I didn’t know about that but I went along with it,” 
he said. 

Councillor Anita Williams said she had concerns 
about funding things which were outside of the coun¬ 
cil’s legal requirement to provide. She suggested that 
the allotments association could raise some funds to¬ 
wards the fencing itself. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe said the council had 
funded many things outside of its legal requirement, 
but Councillor Anita Williams argued this had been 
through the annual grants process. 

Councillor Lovell spoke in favour of the proposal, 
saying he could not remember the allotment associa¬ 
tion ever asking for anything from the council before. 

It was agreed in principal to take the project for¬ 
ward, with council officers asked to bring finalised 
costings to a future meeting and to find out whether 
planning permission was required. 

Councillors Ellis, Reynolds and Anita Williams ab¬ 
stained from voting.

FEAR! Oh, how this seems to provoke so many is¬ 
sues in our time. Maybe it always has, but modem 
communication brings remote, far-off issues to our 
attention: tragedy in Orlando, street violence in Mar¬ 
seille and Lille France, the perceived consequences 
of refugee immigration, and why I should vote stay 
in or out of the EU. 

Those are just the current news topics. Take the EU 
referendum as an example. The debate appears to be 
dominated by negativity - the alleged catastrophic 
things that will happen if we vote one way or the 
other. I wonder, is fear the best thing to inform our 
view of our world, our lives and the decisions we 
have to make? 

Handy it may be in the unexpected, adrenaline-fu¬ 
eled “flight or fight” situation, but what about as a 
regular dynamic that directs our lives? It doesn’t even 
have to be a big issue thrust in our face. Fear of re¬ 
jection and fear of failure are two subtle parasites that 
erode a sense of well-being and distort decision mak¬ 
ing for multitudes. 

“There is no fear in love. But perfect love drives 
out fear... The one who fears is not made perfect in 
love,” so reads a portion of the Bible. It contrasts the 
life that Jesus offers with the life that so often plagues 
us all. 

Here, the trajectory of a life attitude predominantly 
characterised by fear is incompatible with one of 
love. Jesus said: “Peace I leave with you; my peace 
I give you. I do not give to you as the world gives. 
Do not let your hearts be troubled and do not be 
afraid.” 

Imagine maintaining peace even in the most threat¬ 
ening situation and being able to react with the most 
loving response. That, I suggest, is something worth 
investigating as a more attractive guide for life.

Top singer songwriter 
Charlie Dore comes to 
BridportArts Centre 



CHARLIE DORE is one of the UK's 
most respected songwriters, win¬ 
ning awards for her songs and 
lyric writing over an unusually di¬ 
verse career. Her songs have 
been covered by the good and 
the great, including George Har¬ 
rison, Tina Turner, Paul Carrack 
and Celine Dion, but her live con¬ 
certs reveal that actually Charlie 
keeps the best songs for herself.

Codebreakers 

The Story of Enigma 

THE STORY of the Allied Codebreakers is one of the 
most fascinating of the Second World War. In this en¬ 
lightening show on Saturday, June 25th at Bridport Arts 
Centre, Dr Mark Baldwin will be shedding light on their 
work and focusing on the famous Enigma machine. 

Allied Codebreakers deciphered a vast number of 
German secret messages and the intelligence they 
gathered made a significant contribution in hasten¬ 
ing the Allied victory. The Germans had entrusted 
their secret communications to an ingenious cipher¬ 
ing machine - the Enigma. Thanks to the Code¬ 
breaker's work at Bletchley Park, they cracked the 
Enigma code and the Allies gained invaluable infor¬ 
mation about troop and aircraft dispositions, U-boat 
movements, and military intentions. It is generally 
reckoned that the intelligence received from Enigma 
shortened the war by about two years. 

Dr Mark Baldwin has made a detailed study of the 
Enigma machine and the code-breaking work at 
Bletchley Park and has built up a unique collection 
of slides and material. This research forms the basis 
of his entertaining and instructive show. There will 
also be a hands-on demonstration of one of the very 
few surviving Enigma machines; these machines are 
so rare that this show presents a unique opportunity 
to observe these legendary machines up close.

Blake not fazed over foot injury 


PAUL Blake is not fazed by a foot injury ahead of the 
Paralympic Games in Rio in September. 

The I PC World champion and double London 2012 
Paralympic medallist picked up the injury - plantar 
fasciitis - which affects the heel and bottom of the 
foot after a race around three weeks ago. 

The injury is a setback as the season was going so 
well for the 26-year-old Charlton Down athlete, but 
has not dampened his determination to exchange 
two golds for the silver and bronze he won four 
years ago. 

Having won gold in theT36 800m and silver in the 
400m at the IPCWC's in Doha last October, he fol¬ 
lowed this with a 10 day training camp in Win- 
nepeg, Canada which he said was successful, but 
freezing! 

Last month he ran a season's best 54.7 (PB 54.1) in 
winning a 400-metre Grand Prix event in Sauleda, 
Spain, and then took part in a BMC meet in Exeter. 

Running the 800m in very cold conditions late in 
the evening he didn't run well by his standards 
(2:10:00), after which he has been troubled with the 
problem. 


Explaining the injury in an interview with View 
Sport, he said: "Because the tendons in my heel are 
so small they have been ruptured a bit, which, 
whilst it doesn't stop me training, stops me running 
on it, which is really frustrating. I'm doing all I can to 
get back it 100 per cent again by icing it, resting, 
stretching it and rehab. It's not a serious injury, it just 
frustrating I can't run on it. 

"It's getting better; a lot better than it has been; 
and I am going for extracorporeal shock-wave ther¬ 
apy this week, which stimulates a repair process and 
will hopefully heal the injury rather than just treat 
it." 

With 11 weeks to the Paralympics in Brazil, Blake 
is confident he will be fit to turn his 2012 400m sil¬ 
ver, and 800m bronze into gold's. 

"I have plenty of time, so if I can just nip this in the 
bud, I need about 10 days to get back to full fitness. 
It's just annoying!" 

Blake's selection for Brazil should be confirmed 
today (Wednesday) when the first of three selection 
periods are announced with all those who won gold 
and silver in Doha getting automatic selection.
